SEYMOUR D. THOMPSON. 

Judge Seymour D. Thompson is better known as 
a law writer than as a judge, his reputation in the 
te mer capacity extending throughout the English 
judicial world. His work on the Law of Negligence” 
is a standard authority wherever the English com- 
mon law is in force. Judge Thompson took his seat 
on the bench of the Court of Appeals in January, 
1881, having been elected on the Republican ticket. 
His opinions on points in certain branches of the 
law have shown a remarkable degree of research 
and investigation. In fact his bookish proclivities 
crop out on all occasions. He seems preeminently 
adapted to the profession of journalism and has 
exhibited his aptitude in this direction by his mas- 
terly management of the “Central Law Jour- 
nal,” one of the dest journals of 
the kind in the country. On the 
bench Judge Thompson is exceedingly sober and 
and demure, speaks very slowly, and at times in a 
half-drawling tone of voice. Like most men of his 
temperament and keen powers of observa- 
tion, there. is a substratum of wit 
and humor in his make-up that 
is irresistible in private social convegse. Whenever 
he essays to tell a story you may be sure it is good, 
and his speech some time ago before the Bar Asso- 
ciation of the State was one of the ablest and at the 
same time most humorous addresses ever delivered 
before that body.

How Balls Are Made. 

“The base-ball manufacturing business has had a 
rapid but prosperous growth,” said a manufacturer 
recently. “It is confined toa few men, and proba- 
bly will not be encroached upon by speculators. 
There arein the United States to-day only eight 
factories of any importance, and yet these are en- 
tirely sufficient to supply all the base-balls that are 
wanted in this country. Recently there has been a 
sort of a boom' in the ball market.

Wasnrnorton, D. C., June 12, 181. — What will the 
Democrats do at Chicago?" is the principal topic 
now.

A good deal of interest is 
felt in the meeting of the New York State Demo- 
cratic Convention, There is a little group of politi- 
cians here who are pushing the name of Bayard.

Ex-Congressinan Denver of Ohio, once Governor 
of Kansas, and after whom Denver City was named 
and who is occasionally mentioned as a possible 
Presidential or vice-presidential candidate, talkiug 
with your correspondent upon the situation a couple 
of days before Tilden's declination, said he had no 
doubt that the convention would nominate Tilden 
unless it received some definite and vigorous state- 
ment indicating that he would not un- 


der any circumstances be its can- 
didate. “The people,” he said, demand 
Tilden’s nomination; you hear it everywhere; and I 
have no doubt that he will be nominated, unless the 
convention is assured that he would not accept the 
nominat: ion.
